What is the outlook for freight 
business on our lines in 1954? 

Surveys made by our people through- 
out the country indicate we are entering 
a period of intense competition, 


What do you mean by “intense 
competition”? 


Let's put it this way. In traffic volume, 
1952 and 1953 were peak years in our 
history, with the result that competitive 
activities were largely subordinated to 
an all-out effort to give to our patrons 
the maximum. of service. Now, with the 
total traffic volume declining and regard- 
less of the continued industrial expan- 
sion along our lines which will generate 
traffic, we must also get out and hustle 
if we are to be successful in holding the 
business now being handled and secure 
for. maximum revenue hauls our proper 
share of traffic we have not heretofore 
handled. 


Do you anticipate a sharp decline 
in freight revenue? 


Right now, we anticipate during 1954 
less traffic being available than last year, 
but are confident our organization can 
and will obtain its share of the traffic 
that is available, so that our revenue 
during 1954 will not too sharply drop.

ation, between San Francisco and Les 
Angeles, and between Los Angeles and 
Phoenix, and have materially expanded 
operation of our wholly owned subsidi- 
ary, Pacific Motor Trucking Company. 
We are constantly searching for new 
ways to jurther improve our services, 


What other factors do you con- 
sider essential in this all-out effort 
1o meet our competitors? 

That's a good question. No matter 
what degree of mechanical efficiency we 
achieve, we must maintain a high stand- 
ard of personal service to stay out in 
front of our competitors, Our shippers are 
practical business men. But they are 
human, too, Along with fast schedules 
and satisfactory equipment they expect 
courteous and prompt service. In that 
respect everyone on the railroad is a 
potential salesman. Our traffic forces are 


our “front line” business-getters, but the 
final results of our solicitation efforts de- 
pend upon all of us—how we answer our 
phones, the tone of our letters, our care- 
ful handling of freight, and our contacts 
with friends outside the railroad. 

In other words, a lot depends upon 
teamwork all along the road? 

Exactly. And I am confident that if 
all our men and twoomen will give jull 
cooperation, we will successfully meet 
the competitive challenges of 1954. 


In the first 11 months of 1953 the 
railroads and railway-owned refrigerator- 
car lines received and placed in service 
66,042 new freight cars and retired 45,- 
882 old freight cars. Thus, there was a 
net increase in railway fleet of 20,160 
cars. 


NEW EFFICIENCY RECORD: Preliminary figures for 1953 indicate that 
again, for the seventh consecutive year, the railroads established a new high 
record in performance per freight train hour, Available figures indicate an 
average performance of 23,540 net ton-miles per freight train hour in 1953, 
compared with the previous high of 22,567 net ton-miles per freight train 


hour, established in 1952.

Junior Engineers Are Asset 
To Railroad And Community 


HE clamor and bright lights at Mis- 

sion Coach Yard, Los Angeles, are 
augmented every other Saturday night 
with a different sound and the glow 
from the drumhead of the old “Ore- 
gonian,” announcing that the Seuthern 
Pacific Junior Engineers Club is in 
session. 

Organized in 1940 by Walter Graepp, 
now a clerk at Los Angeles Freight Sta- 
tion, the club consists of 15 boys, ages 
10 to 15, all firmly convinced that rail- 
roading, particularly on the SP, is a 
fascinating business. 

Other adults, too, became interested 
in his project, which crystallized into 
formation of the club after SP’s exhibit 
at the San Francisco World’s Fair of 
1939-40, which featured junior engi- 
néers, Now there are about 25 adult 
honorary members, some of them rail- 
toaders, -others rail fans and parents 
of members—all helping the youngsters 


learn all they can about the mysteries 
of railroading. 

Club business meetings are held in 
a coach bady which also serves as the 
Yard Safety meeting hall. Regular train 
excursions and picnics are conducted 
by members, who elect their own offi- 
cers, collect dues and vote on new mem- 
bers. John Rowett, 14, is current pres- 
ident, aided by Graepp, senior director; 
Secretary Marvin Shaw, Treasurer Ron- 
ald Karish and Roy Wallace, Graepp’s 
assistant, 

Otis Smith, Graepp’s supervisor at 
the North Spring Street station, is one 
of the most active advisors, running the 
projector to show his and other railfan 
films. When Graepn was seriously ill 
two years ago, Smith served as. advisor. 

Club membership, like many. other 
phases of Southern Pacific's vast activi- 
ties, is often a family ‘affair. Richard 
Miller, Bob Iverson and Douglas Camp- 
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hell are sons of SP employes. Brothers 
Henry, Gearge and Ray Ahlers have 
been members since the start; Ray, 
now in the Army, is a charter member; 
George, for the past five, and Henry, 
four years. Honorary members, too, are 
close. R. C. Shaw, LA City Schools 
employe, is father of the club secretary; 
C. K. Schertle, telephone company 
worker, is as active as son Bill. 

Railroaders on the honorary list in- 
elude J. W. Corbett, vice president in 
charge of operations, and K. C. Ingram, 
assistant to the president, among others 
who help to swell the club’s collection 
of railroadiana. This includes a whistle, 
bell and headlight from scrapped steam 
power, semaphore paddles, marker lights, 
drumhead and other train signs, posters, 
timetables and many other items. 

Safety-Minded 

Superintendent of Safety M. A. Nu- 
gent, also an honorary member, has 
given the club one of its most cherished 
citations for an accident-free record the 
past several years. This record stems 
from members’ adherence to their Book 
of Rules, adapted from the rules given 
young visitors te the San Francisco fair 
exhibit, 

The 12 rules urge members to practice 
Safety First, be prompt, alert, friendly, 
loyal, obedient, healthy, dependable, 
courteous, honest, clean in body, mind 
and spirit and refrain from all forms of 
“horseplay” while on railroad property. 


Learning these rules and correctly an- 
swering questions taken from the Train 
Primer issued at the fair are the primary 
requirements for membership, plus a 
genuine interest in Southern Pacific. 
After four to six meetings attended on 
probation, “students” are voted in by 
a majority ballot and are given their 
“badges”, engineer’s caps adorned with 
the SP herald. 


Engineer R. H. Angier, an honorary 
member for several ycars, brings the 
railroad to the club’s door when he 
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spots his switch engine nearby so mem- 
bers can learn at first hand the fine 
points of running a locomotive. His 
denim jacket embellished with the her- 
alds of 84 railroads adds color to mect- 
ings and outings. 


Only handicap to the club's continued 
growth—and expansion of its scale 
model railroad which has nine engines 
and 30 ears on its roster—is lack of a 
permanent home, The de-trucked coach 
can only be used for meetings and is 
located some distance from many of the 
members’ homes. 


“J guess the thing we want most of 
all is a home of our own, some place 
near the tracks where we can keep our 
collection intact, 2 real rails’ hangout,” 
Graepp said, 


Operating from its part-time quarters 
at the Yard and from Graepp’s home, 
the cluh is still growing, in its own way 
helping to keep alive the legends of 
American railroading, 


“Woman of the Year” is the title 
conferred upon Evelyn McLaughlin, 
former typist in Aud, Freight Accts., 
SF, by the City of Richmond. Mrs, Me- 
Laaghlin, who Jeft SP in 1937 to raise 
a family, was selected for the outstand- 
ing honor for 1953 for her “selfless and 
tireless civic work, leadership in youth 
work, Parent-Teachers Associations, 
United Crusade, her constant and pleas- 
ant undertaking of the unglorified jobs 
in her responsibilities.” During the 14 
years she was with SP, the energetic 
Mrs. McLaughlin was active in SP Club 
athletics. She was on the girls’ basket- 
ball team which won the SF City cham- 
pionship in 1925. She has two sons and 
a daughter.

OUR VANCOUVER BUSINESS -GETTERS 


Pee is the twenty-first in a@ series of 


articles presented by the “Bulletin” to 


acquaint our on-line readers with members of the far-flung Southern Pacific 


family who work in our off-line agencies. 


FTEN described as the last great 
frontier of North America, the west- 
em Canadian provinces of Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta and British Columbia 
comprise the territory of Southern Pa- 
cific’s only Canadian general agency. 
K. B. Currie, Canadian general agent, 
has his offices in Vancouver, British Co- 
lumbia, principal port of the vast region 
which has a populated area of more than 
650,000 square miles, almost equal to 
the six states served by Pacific Lines. 


Vancouver is situated on one of the 
world’s finest harbors and is western 
terminus of Canada’s two transcontinen- 
tal railroads, Canadian National and 
Canadian Pacific. The port is linked di- 
rectly with SP’s northern terminal at 
Portland by the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific. 

The city has a population of 388,000 
and Greater Vancouver, 505,000, includ- 
ing the expanding industrial area adja- 
cent to the Fraser River delta, Beautiful 
Victoria, provincial capital, is 80 miles 
distant, on Vancouver Island, reached 
hy passenger steamer and rail barges 
of both CN and CPRy.

oil pools in Alberta and western Sas- 
katchewan a few years ago, expansion 
of both the prairie region and the 
power-producing lakes and streams of 
British Columbia has been enormous. 
In the past decade, population of Brit- 
ish Columbia has increased by 52 per 
cent. Influx of U. S. citizens and capital,

particularly in the engineering and in- 
dustrial fields, seems to indicate the 
presence of a modern-day Horace Grec- 
ley, urging our brains and ingenuity to 
“Go North!” 

From Pacific Lincs points come the 
fresh fruit and vegetables consumed in 
western Canada, almost wholly imported 
during eight months of the year and 
to a lesser degree the remaining four. 
Dried fruit, canned and frozen fruit 
juices, rice, canned vegetables, cotton 
goods, refined petroleum products, struc- 
tural steel and salt cake for the mush- 
rooming paper industry are the princi- 
pal items in steady demand. Pipe for 
oil and gas lines, as well as drilling 
equipment, continues io move to the oil 
fields. 

Louisiana, Texas and Mexico ship 
fresh and canned fruits, particularly 
pineapple; oil machinery and pipe, also 
most of the peanuts consumed in Can- 
ada, over our Lines. 

Principal outbound commodities mov- 
ing to SP territory are commercial fer- 
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tilizers, newsprint and wood pulp, a sub- 
tantial volume of wood products, such 
as cedar shakes and shingles and Sitka 
spruce. Ammonium phosphate and am- 
menium sulphate fertilizers from the 
huge smelter at Trail, B. C., are by- 
products of its lead and zinc production, 
and now comprise an annual movement 
of 4500 carloads to western states served 
by SP. 

Expanding paper plants at Powell 
River, Ocean Falls and Elk Falls, B. C., 
furnish the major portion of newsprint 
used in western and southwestern United 
States. 

About $150,000,000 has been spent to 
date in construction of the vast alumi- 
num plant at Kitimat on the north B. C. 
coast, which will comprise a total half- 
billion-dollar investment in five years, 
including one of the world’s greatest 
single sources of hydroelectric power 
and a completely new city of 50,000 
population. 

From Alberta fresh and frozen meat 
move to California, as well as malting

harley and other grain products. The 
province’s oil development and natural 
gas made available for local and export 
use have brought new industries, Ed- 
monton has grown from 80,000 popula- 
tion 10 years ago to 200,000, with suck 
developments as the new $54,000,000 
chemical and fiber plant completely 
changing the plains area’s economy. 
Calgary, oil capital, has undergone a 
similar expansion. 

The steadily increasing population 
shift has almost doubled passenger vol- 
ume up and down the west coast to 
Canada the past five years, Canadian 
Rockies resorts such as Banff and Lake 
Louise act as added inducements for 
vacationers. 


During 1953 our Vancouver general 
agency reported passenger reservations 
sales topping $450,000, most of which 
was local traffic to Pacific Lines points. 
This does not include ticket sales to 
prairie region residents who spend por- 
tions of each winter in the warmer 
American Southwest. They buy their 
tickets from Canadian lines, but accom- 
meodations include reservations on cur 
streamlined Cescade and Shasta Day- 
light. 

Currie and everyone else in western 
Canada feel that the vast region’s future 
will be bright, and our Canadian Busi- 
ness-Getters, in Currie’s words, “are 
proud to play a part in cementing the 
ties between two great and friendly 
nations whose interests are so closely 
interwoven.”

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SP Conducting Research To 
Prevent Costly Cotton Fires 


EVENUE gained from increasing 
movement of cotten on our Lines 
in recent years has been endangered by 
growing claim losses due to fire damage. 
This unfortunate balance is of serious 
concern to the Freight Protection, Mer- 
chandise and Station Service Depart- 
ment which reports that while cars han- 
died soared from 7405 in 1944 to 38,799 
in 1952, claims maunted from less than 
7 cents per car to @ high of $2.57. Low- 
est figure during the past four years 
was $1.54, 

Cotton in-transit fires are a mystery 
that has confounded experts for as many 
years as cotton has been shipped by rail. 
Considerable research money has been 
spent to find causes. Tests following 
recommendations of the research groups 
will be conducted soon. 


FPME&SS is leading Southern Pacific's 
12 


effort to impreve the selection of cars 
furnished cotton compresses and to en- 
courage operators to process and load 
their shipments properly. This intensive 
campaign is aimed at reducing losses 
which for the past 18 months totaled 
$430,897, divided $90,073 for Pacific 
Lines and $340,824 on our Texas and 
Louisiana Lines. 


Evidence which may eventually help 
in reducing losses shows that of 56 fires 
daring the first 11 months of 1953, 47 
weve loaded dncare Irom Aeizonu points 
of origin, 


Another tangible clue toward fire 
cause was found in the sudden increase 
in claims occurring after 1948, when 
the cotton processing industry changed 
over from coated to uncoated steel 
strapping material to bind the bales, 
increasing friction. 
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“BUSTER BLUNDER” fad his mind on other figures while stenciling 


weight numbers ona boxcar. Result: A difference of 10,000 pounds between actual 
weight of car and weight shown, This, of course, adds up to a great deel of 
otherwise unnecessary checking on the part of the shipper, consignee and ratlroad, 
not to mention a possible costly claim. “Buster's” carelessness was reported by 
Rose Johnson, clerk in Train Service Bureau, Freight Trafic Dept. SF.

Motor Truck Claims Are 
Misleading, AAR Charges 


CCASIONALLY one hears the state- 
ment that moter trucks handle the 
great bulk of the nation’s freight traffic. 
Some claim that trucks handle three out 
of every four tons that move. The latest 
claim is that 77 per cent of all freight 
in the United States is shipped by mo- 
tor truck. 


Of course, there is no question that 
motor trucks are performing a great and 
valuable service in American transpor- 
tation. There is no question that they 
are handling a large volume of freight. 
But, as the Association of American 
Railroads points oul, the public should 
not be misled by any such claims as 
those referred to above. 


In determining the true size of the 
transportation job, says the AAR, it is 
necessary to measure not only how much 
freight is carried, but also how far it is 
carried. If the distance factor is omitted, 
a ton of freight carried one mile is 
counted the same as a ton carried 3,000 
miles. The 77 per cent figure referred to 
encompasses not only freight handled by 
commercial trucking firms which origi- 
nates in one city or town and terminates 
in another city or town, but it also in- 
cludes freight which originates and ter- 
minates within the same city or town; 
in other words, loca! transfer and de- 
livery service, and freight which moves 
locally from farms to markets, by both 
for-hire truckers and by trucks that are 
owned by farmers and other private 
parties net engaged in common carrier 
service. 


The ton-mile is the only accepted and 
meaningful measure of the size of a 
transportation job. On that basis, rail- 
roads performed more transportation 
service than all other common carriers 
combined, it was stated. 
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The Interstate Commerce Commission 
las reported that in 1952 intercity 
trucks, including privately operated 
hicles as well as those operated for hire, 
handled 140 billion ton-miles, pipe lines 
performed 160 billion ton-miles, inland 
waterways, including the Great Lakes, 
performed 155 billion ton-miles, while 
the railroads performed 623 billion ton- 
miles. In other words, the AAR con- 
cludes, the railroads performed more 
than four times as many ton-miles of 
service as did motor trucks engaged in 
intercity trafie.

In each of three classes there 
was one winner and one honorable men- 
tion, chosen on the hasis of shop excel- 
Jence, housekeeping, methods and prac- 
tices, maintenance cost per mile, di- 
vided among repairs, tire mileage and 
cost of road failures.
